SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article - Human Services
5—310.

(F) UNLESS A CHILD SUPPORT PAYMENT DUE UNDER A COURT ORDER
IS ACTUALLY RECEIVED BY AN APPLICANT OR RECIPIENT, THE PAYMENT, OR
ANY PART OF THE PAYMENT, MAY NOT BE INCLUDED AS HOUSEHOLD INCOME IN
DETERMINING:

(1) WHETHER THE APPLICANT MEETS THE ELIGIBILITY
STANDARD FOR ASSISTANCE; OR

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(2) THE AMOUNT OF ASSISTANCE TO BE PAID TO THE APPLICANT
